In November, 1786, thirteen months before the 
adoption of the Constitution of the United States, 
and nearly three years prior to the inauguration of 
our first president, the society now known as The 
Seventh Street Methodist Episcopal Church had its 
rise, 

Its historians have traced its immediate origin to 
the conversion of Mrs, John Coutant, who, with 
Mrs. Gimdlemeyer, Mrs. Romain’ Mrs, Hallett, and 
Mrs. Gilbert Coutant composed for a time its chief 
members, 

“Old John Street,” then in its nineteenth year, 
being informed of the conversion of the fitst four 


John and Gilbert Coutant, and was led by the 


preachers, and others provided for it until God 
raised up from their midst Joseph Graham as their 
first permanent leader. 

Believing that our readers will be interested in 
seeing a picture of the birthplace of Bowery Village 
Methodism, we introduce it at this time.

The Society eventually outgrew its quarters and 
secured a building better suited to its purposes, 
known as the “‘Academy.” The first floor of this 
building was used as a meeting room, while the

In this building, the Rev. Jarvis Nichols was 
converted and afterwards went out from this church 
to become a leading preacher and Presiding Elder 
in the New York Conference. 

In 1817, the timber of the ‘‘Old John Street 
Church” was purchased, and the Bowery Village 
Church was erected. This building stood near the 
Academy. 

It was afterwards moved to the north side of 
Seventh street. Below we give a picture of the 
Church, 


men we are very largely indebted for much of the 
good that we now enjoy. 

In 1786, the year that the society was formed, 
New York was but little more than a village. The 
Rey. John Dickens was then in charge of John 
Street Church and New York Methodism. 

In 1787, John Dickens and Henry Willis supplied 
the churches between them.

Worshiping here for a few years, the society 
decided to again change its location, this time to the 
south side of Seventh street, and here in 1836 they

For over a century this church has given its 

services to New York and the world.

Stephen Martindale was the first resident 
pastor in Bowery Village. Up to and_in- 
cluding 1836 the names of none of the New 
York Churches appear in the Conference Appoint- 
ments, after this date however, the general circuit 
sysetm for the city is abolished, and the churches 
haye pastors appointed to them directly.

WHEN A MAN BECOMES OF AGE. 

The question sometimes ¢ whether 2 man 
is entitled to vote at an election held on the day 
preceding the twenty-fi anniversary of his 
birth. Blackstone, in his Commentaries, book 
1, page 463, says ‘‘full age in male or female 
is twenty-one years, which age is completed on 
the day preceding the anniversary of a person's 
birth, who, till that time, is an infant, and so 
styled in law.’’ The late Chief-Justice Shars- 
wood, in his edition of Blackstone’s Commenta- 
ries, quotes Christian’s note on the above, as 
follows: ‘If he is born on the 16th of Febru- 
ary, 1608, he is of age to do any legal act on the 
morning of the 15th of February, 1629, though 
he may not have lived twenty-one years by near- 
ly forty-eight hours. The reason assigned is, 
that in law there is no fraction of a day; and if 
the birth were on the last second of one day, and 
the act of the first second of the preceding day 
twenty-one years after, then twenty-one years 
would be complete; an in the law it is the same 
whether a thing is done upon one moment of the 
day or another.’ The same high authority 
(Sharswood) adds in a note of his own, ‘‘A. per- 
son is of full age the day before the twenty-first 
anniversary of his birthday."’ 


A FEW HANDY THINGS TO KNOW. 
If all men were to pay as they go, there 
would be less going and more paying. 

A little petroleum added to the water with 
which waxed or polished floors are washed im- 
proves their looks. 

In using cloves for pickles or preserves the 
blossom end should be removed, as this darkens 
the liquid with which it is cooked. 

If roses are wilted before they can be placed 
in water, immerse the ends of the stalks in very 


“hot water for a minute or two, and they wiil 


regain their pristine freshness. 

A little bag of mustard laid on the top of the 
pickle-jar will prevent the vinegar from becom- 
ing moldy if the pickles have been put up in 
vinegar that has not been boiled.

To overcome this depravity take 
anew wick, draw out a single thread near the 
selvage, and the wick will be found quite tract- 
able when introduced into the burner. The cogs 
will take it up properly, and it will appear in 
good form, and give an even flame when lighted.

MISCELLANEOUS 


As Ir Usep to Br.—One hundred years ago 
not a pound of coal or a cubic foot of gas had 
been burned in the country, No iron stoves 
were used, and no contrivance for economizing 
heat was employed until Dr. Franklin had in- 
vented the iron-framed fireplace which _ still 
bears his name, All the cooking and warming 

* in town as well as in the country was done by 
the aid of a fire kindled on the brick hearth or 
in the brick ovens. Pine knots or tallow can- 
dles furnished the light for the long winter 
nights, and sanded floors supplied the place of 
rugs and carpets. The water used for house- 
hold purposes was drawn from deep wells by 
the creaking sweep. No form of pump was 
used in this country, so far as we can learn, 
until after the commencement of the present 
century. There were no friction matches in 
those early days by the aid of which a fire 
could be easily started ; and if the fire went out

on the hearth over night, and the tinder was 
damp so that the spark would not catch, the 
alternative remained of wading a long distance 
through the snow to borrow a brand of a neigh- 
bor. Only one room in any house was warm 
unless some member of the family was ill; in 
all the rest the temperature was at zero during 
many nights in winter. The men and women 
of a hundred years ago undressed and went to 
their beds in a temperature like that of our 
barns and woodsheds. 


Parer Raits.—A company is to establish 
large works near St. Petersburg for making 
rails from paper. They excel in their lightness 
and durability, and can be made in longer 
lengths and at a third the cost of steel rails, 
and give a greater adhesion to the driving 
wheels of the engine, so that the working ex- 
penses are reduced.

Prior to the year 1820 no official records of the arrival of alien passengers were kept. It is estimated, however, 
that the total number arrived in the United States from the foundation of the Government to the year 1820 was 
250,000.
